Fis Royat Dighaess can never admit, 
that neutral trade with Great Britain can 
be constituted a publie erunes tlie cuume 
mission ot which can expose the ships of 
any power whatever lo be denationalized, 

His Royal Highness can never adi 
taat Grreat Britain can be debarred or its 
right of jut and necessary retaltatioin, 
tiurough the fear of eveutual y aflecting 
the inserest of a neutral. 

is Royal Higihness can never admit, 
that in tie exercise of the undoubted and 
hitherro undisputed right ot searchinz 
neutral merchant vessels in time of war, 
the tmpressment of British seamen, when 
found therein, can be deemed any violae 
tion of a neniral flag. Neither can he 
adiait, that the taking such seamen from 
on board such vessels, can be considered 
by any Neutral States as a hosiile mea- 
sure, or a justiftable cause of war. 

There is no right moreclearly establish. 
ed, than the right which a Sovereign has 
to the allegiauncc of his subjects, more ese 
pecially in tmc of war. Their allegiance 
Is DV gptienal duty, which they can den 
cline aud resyine at plvasure. Jt isa call 
which they are bound to obey: it began 
with their bieth, and can oniy terminate 
with their ex.steuce. 

Wa similarity of language and roauners 


may make the exercise of this Right more 
liable to partial’ mistakes, and sccasional 
abuse, when practiced towards vessels of 
the United States, the same circumstances 
make it alse a right, with the exercise "of 
which in regard to such vessel, it is more 
dithenkk to dispense. 

But if, to the practice of the United 
States, te harbour British seamen, be add- 
ed their assumed right to transfer the 
allegiance ot British subjects, and thus to 
cancel the jurisdiction ot their legitimate 
Sovereign, by acts of uaturalizatiou and 
Certificates of citizenshijp, which they pres 
tend to be as valid out of their own tere 
ritory as within it, it is obvious (hat to 
abamdon this ancient right of Great Brie 
tain, end to admit these novel pretenstons 
of the United States, would be to expose 
to danger the very foundation of our 
meritime strength. 

Without entering minutely into the other 
tapies which have been brougùt forward 
by the Government of the Uimited Stats, 
it may be proper to remark, that what- 
ever the Declaration of the Winted Statca 
may have asserted, Great GSritain never 
did demarrd, that they should force British 
manrutrciures into Frange; and she for= 
mauly declared her willingness entirely to 
forege, or medify, in congert with the 
United States, the System3 by which a 
coinmercial intergourse with the enemy 


had been allowed under the protection of - 


Licenges3s provided the United Statcs 
would act towards her, and towards France 
with real im partiality. 

The ‘Government of America, if the 
ditferences between States are not intere 
mindbie, has as little right to notice the 
alfair of the Chesaperks © Phe aggression, 
in this instance, on the part of a British 
officer was acknowledged, his conduct was 
disapproved, and a reparatiou was rega- 
karly tendered by Mr. Foster on the part 
at tis Majesty, and accepted by the uov- 
ernment of the United States, …

Fhis clisposition ot the Government ct 
the Umted States—this couiplete subsct- 
viency to the Ruter ol Franee—this hostile 
temper towards Great Britain—ete eVvl- 
dent in almos: every page of the oflicral 
corcespondence of the 4 mericun with the 
French Government. 

Against this course of conduct, the real 
caust ot the present war, the Prince Re- 
gent soteraaly prowests, _Whilst coutend- 
ing against France, in detence not only of 
the hberties of Great Britain, but of the 
world, His Royal Highness was entitled to 
look fora far different result. Frora their 
connnon origin—from theit common in- 
terest—from their professed pringiples of 
freedom and independence, the United 
States were the last Power, in which Great 
Britain could have expected to Sit a 
willing instrument aud aoetier of Frcuch 


Tyranny.
